Most of the songs on this record come from three 
sources: Red Rubber Ball (The Cyrkle's first single) and 
Cloudy were written by Paul Simon (of Simon and Gar- 
funkel) and Bruce Woodley (of The Seekers). How Can 
I Leave Her, Money to Burn, Cry and Big, Little Woman 
were wrote by the Dawes-Dannemann threat. There's a 
Fire in the Fireplace was writ by friend Bruce Force who 
also wrat Why Can't You Give Me What I Want with be 
friended Dawes and Dannemann. 

Red Rubber Ball (Gratifying Achievement Number 
One) features Don and Tom on voices and Psceudo- 
Pscyrkle John Simon on the 75-pipe Ringling Brothers, 
Barnum and Bailey calliope. Turn-Down Day, again with 
Don singing lead aided by Tom, features Tom on sitar 
and Earl Pickens (part-time Cyrkle) and John Simon on 



the Plural Pianos, the former electric, the latter falling 
apart. This is a summer song. There's a Fire in the Fire- 
place is a winter song (included to stem the tide of winter- 
lovers claiming favoritism). Tom describes the rustic 
scene while plucking away at his bass as Don calls for 
more logs. 

Tom sings lead on Big, Little Woman. Don on Cloudy. 
The noise in Cloudy that sounds like someone making 
clucking noises with his tongue is Marty making cluck- 
ing noises with his tongue. A gang of Vandals and Visi- 
goths rushed into the studio, made off with his drum key 
and bound him. Marty, dauntless, was unimpressed 

And now, for a walk down Memory Lane: how many 
of you remember Bony Moronie? Please raise only one 
hand. Well, for those who may have forgotten or who are 
too young to remember (four years and under), Tom 
incants it for you here. Money to Burn and How Can i 
Leave Her, sung by the entire group, feature Don's soks. 
Cry spotlights beer-bottle guitar (called pop-bottle guitar 
in more conservative circles— pronounced 'cyrkle*:''). 
Don plays it. Why Can’t You Give Me What I Want is a 
wonderful song that really conjures up images like those 
you get in dreams. It's about a girl who wants haunted 
things and a lad (winningly portrayed by Tom) who is 
powerless to comply. This blip-guitar and harpsipian are 
for local color as played by the natives of that area. Baby, 
You’re Free is performed in celebration of Marty's es- 
cape-by-clucking from the clutches of the Vandals and 
Visigoths. Hurray! 

Impartial note by an Impartial Observer (not a Cyrkle): 

The Cyrkle is as talented and fresh a group as there 
is around Rock Music today. They first gained a following 
during appearances at the Downtown discotheque in 
New York, picking up some more fans as a result of their 
television performance on ‘‘Hullabaloo," and, since hav- 
ing been booked on the latest American Beatles tour, 
they have fans across the nation. The Cyrkle is a joy to 
listen to and a pleasure to watch. 

This album, as you will hear, is very good.

A gang of Vandals and Visi- 
goths rushed into the studio, made off with his drum key 
and bound him. Marty, dauntless, was unimpressed. 

And now, for a walk down Memory Lane: how many 
of you remember Bony Moronie? Please raise only one 
hand. Well, for those who may have forgotten or who are 
too young to remember (four years and under), Tom 
incants it for you here. Money to Burn and How Can I 
Leave Her, sung by the entire group, feature Don's solos. 
Cry spotlights beer-bottle guitar (called pop-bottle guitar 
in more conservative circles— pronounced “cyrkle;”). 
Don plays it. Why Can't You Give Me What I Want is a 
wonderful song that really conjures up images like those 
you get in dreams. It’s about a girl who wants haunted 
things and a lad (winningly portrayed by Tom) who (s 
powerless to comply. This blip-guitar and harpsipian are 
for local color as played by the natives of that area. Baby, 
You're Free is performed in celebration of Marty’s es- 
cape-by-clucking from the clutches of the Vandals and 
Visigoths. Hurray!

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For tnany generations songs have poured 
forth from Italy that have become popular 
throughout the world. Sometimes these melo- 
dies have come from the pen of serious com- 
posers, and are often arias from their famous 
operas, sometimes they have been written by 
popular composers, and at times they have 
been the folk tunes created and sung by the 
people themselves.
